at the beginning of the year, the contributions from the churches 
enabled the Committee to make all the payments promptly, and left 
in the treasury a balance of $2,064.47. tier ih 

In addition to this, your Committee, by special effort, has raised in 
cash and reliable subscriptions for Biddle University the sum of 
$24,449.26. This, with $8,000 contributed and paid for an additional 
building for Scotia Seminary, and the sum of $10,828.18, received 
from colored churches and schools and expended on the field under 


for the be before. Though this enlargement of the work was made 


the direction of the Committee, together with the balance of $6,038.58, 


left in the treasury last year, makes a total from all sources for the 
work for the year just closed, $106,176.26. It will be noticed that 


_ the colored churches and schools have advanced over their last year’s 
contributions more than a thousand dollars. This is very gratifying, — 


when it is remembered that their contributions are made out of deep

_, Of the few Freedmen’s churches reported as not having contributed 
during the year, some have scarcely more than a nominal existence, 
while all of these, or nearly all, are without any proper pastoral care. 
Nor would we forget that not a few of the white churches reported as 
not contributing are in much the same condition. . | 

.:The moneys eredited to-Freedmen’s churches include only the 
amounts reported to the Committee as given in support of our mis- 
sionaries among them, and forthe various other objects which pertain 


to church work in this field. The Freedmen ‘have done much in the 
erectiop and repair-of chiirches and school houses, of the money value 


of which no estimate has been formed.. We may also say that the 
churches composed of the. Freedmen are’ encouraged to coutribute to 


‘all the Boards of .our Church; and we believe that not a few of them 


have done so, although the sum in each case may have been small.

Most of these ministers have large fields to care for, including, in 
some cases, four, six, and seven churches. The catechists are very 


useful assistant missionaries, and have done a large amount of valuable 


church and Sabbath school work. The teachers are commissioned, 
not as mere educators, but as Christian missionaries. 

As a rule, your Committee employs as teachers only members of the 
Presbyterian Church ; and, in general, they seem to realize that their 
mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 


praise, Scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction a constant accom- 


paniment to the daily routine of school exercises. 
In this missionary spirit of our teachers, as we think, lies one grand 


_ power of our work. With daily access to the minds and hearts of 
thousands, at a period when the memory is most retentive, and the 
_ heart most susceptible, their opportunities for doing gree can not well 
be ;

OUTLOOK. 
Seventeen years ago, when our work among the Freedmen was com- 
menced, its importance was not realized by the Church or the country. 


Many thought it was impracticable, others that it should be done by 


the Southern people,.and others still that it was a political movement 
and had better be let alone. Amid these divergent sentiments at the 
North, and the bitter opposition it met with in the South, it was not 
strange that the work d slowly. But there were those in the 


church who felt ‘most deeply that. there .was a solemn duty which we 


owed to these people, who had just emerged from the darkness of two 


- centuries of degrading and cruel bondage. The matter was then laid 


before the Assembly, and in June, ‘1865, the Presbyterian Committee 
of Missions for Freedmen was organized by the authority of the As- 
sembly. At once. faithful men and women, imoved as we believe by 
the Holy Ghost, offered to go as preachers and teachers to these poor 


| — And at that time it required no little self-denial to enter upon 


such a work. The bitter feelings engendered by the war were preva- 


lent ‘throughout the South, and little or no sympathy was extended to 
any persons-who came to labor among the Freed 


men, but opposition 


. In various ways and often serious dangers attended them. But God 
blessed them in their work, which was carried on with the same earnest" 
and self-denying spirit which characterized our first foreign. missiona- 

ries. Each year the work was enlarged and extended, and, as the

Committee’s limited means were increased, churches were organized, 


- schools opened, and institutions founded. And now after: seventeen 
_- years of experience, and after becoming well informed as'to the condi- 
tion and necessities of the Freedmen in the South, your Committee 
feel more and more impressed with the truth, that our church is not 

now engaged in. any missionary work which is more important, more 
urgent, or more promising of great and speedy results than that of 

_ educating and evangelizing the negro. Only a few years ago these 


ple were all slaves, ignorant and degraded, and thought of only 
Chattels to be bought ‘sold, while their children only 
forward to the same sad life of toil and degrading servitude. Now 
we have 56 colored men regularly educated and ordained ‘to 
the ministry ; we have 27 educated licentiates and catechists; 79 
teachers ; 168 churches, with a membership of 12,456, and 58 schools 
with 6,088 scholars; three chartered institutions with 967 students ; 


_ two normal schools and two graded schools with 976 pupils; and 157 
Sabbath schools with 10,249 scholars. 

_ When it is remembered that the means of your Committee have — 
been very limited, we have great cause to be thankful that so much 
has been accomplished through this agency. A brighter day, we be-. 
lieve, is about to dawn upon our work among the Freedmen. The 


Church is beginning to awaken to its great importance, as is seen by 


- the increased contributions and the number of new churches contrib- 


uting to the cause. | 
The work has considerably enlarged during the past year, and a 


-number of new fields have been opened. At Scotia Seminary, Concord, 
N. C., the number of girls applying for admission imperatively de- 
-manded increased accommodations, and an additional building, at a 

— cost of $8,000, is now under contract, and will be finished during the 
summer, the money for its erection having been already raised by a 
special donation.

our missionaries, the salaries of the teachers being paid by the state. 
The erection of this building will greatly increase our influence in that 
part of the state, as it will concentrate in it all the educational inter- 
_ ests of the colored people in the whole region surrounding it.- Your 


Committee, feeling also that the time had come for placing Biddle 


University on a firmer: basis, and to enlarge its usefulness, and to meet 
an imperative necessity of our work in the South, has made special 
efforts during the past winter through the secretary and Rev. Thomas 
Lawrence, D. D., one of the Professors of the Institution, to raise funds 
for the’ erection of a new college building. ‘Toward this they have 
raised subscriptions amounting to $24,449.96. 

Another’ indication of a brighter day for our work among the 
-Freedmen is the present attitude of the Southern people toward it.. 
We have long felt the need of the co-operation of the people in whose 
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Presbyterian Committee of 


~ snidet the Freedmen|are located. for it can be.understood at. once how 


they could hinder or help the work.. For a number of years, indeed 
until within the last two or three, they were unfriendly, and in many 
parts of the South opposed and greatly hindered the work. But a 
great change has come over the Southern people. They now feel the 
necessity of educating and Christianizing the colored people, both for 
the good of themselves and the Freedmen. Our Presbyterian brethren 
especially in many parts of the country stand ready to co-operate with 
us; their churches are grateful for our help, feel kindly toward our 


‘ missionaries and teachers, and are willing, in some quarters, themselves 


to help build up our schools and extend our churches. This feeling 
on their part is mainly owing to the prudent and conservative manner — 
in which our work has been prosecuted, which has won their confi- 
dence. And we believe one of the most efficient influences, though a 
silent one, operating in the South to-day, whose tendency is to bring 
the Northern and Southern churches closer together, is our work 
among the Freedmen as now carried on. We believe the day is not 
far distant when Southern and Northern Christians will see eye to eye 
and stand shoulder to shoulder in this work. | 

The work which your Committee, under God, has been enabled to 
accomplish is a. great and good one, and, so far as it has gone, isa 
solid work, and speaks for itself in the improvement of the moral and 
physical condition of the negro in the communities where our schools 
and churches have been planted, From an extended visit of the sec- 
retary through the field this last winter, and from other sources, your 
Committee has had this impression confirmed and deepened. | 

We sometimes fear that the Presbyterian Church does not appreciate 
or realize the good which. has been done among these poor people. 
Could you have been in their midst seventeen years ago, as the secre- 


tary of your Committee was, and beheld their wretched condition as 


they came out of their long bondage, their ignorance, and moral and 
physical degradation ; and now could you look on these same people in 


the communities where our churches and schools have been carried — 


on—could you enter one of these churches in the pine forests of the 
Carolinas, where the most ignorant and degraded of them were once 
to be found, and sit down with them in the house of God, and mark 
their earnest and decorous manner of worship, and listen to the Word 


of God preached to your entire edification by an educated Presbyterian 


minister who was once a slave; then turn aside into the school house 
which stands near by, and see two hundred dusky children neatly 
dressed, and hear for yourselves their answers to questions on their 
studies, the Scriptures and the Catechism; then follow them to their 
humble cabins, which were once mere hovels of filth and wretchedness, 


_and.see now the home-like emennee their lowly abodes are beginning 


to assume—the neat bed, the chairs, the table, and now and then a 


sewing machine, and the whole surrounded with a well tilled “ patch ” 
_ of land, bought and paid for and cultivated by the man who was a 
slave a few years ago, but now a freeman indeed—could brethren look 
on scenes like these, for they are scenes, me the 
begin to appreciate to some degree the good work they have done for 
the Freedmen through your Committee. 

». But after all that has been said, your Committee feels humbled in 
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Missions for Freedmen. 11 


recognizing the EY, between what has been done and what 


_ ought to and could have been done, had the means been placed at their 
disposal. The work of the Committee is, by the limitation of its funds, 
confined to really only four of the Southern States, the two Carolinas, — 


Virginia and Tennessee, with a few missions and schools in three 
others, Georgia, Kentucky and Florida. There are the great states of 
Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, Louisiana and Arkansas, with a colored 
population of 2,360,381, which we have not touched yet. Add to this the 


fact that the colored population of the South is increasing at the rate of 
84 per cent., and that of the white only at 28 per cent., and the further 
fact that there are over 1,300,000 voters among them, most of whom 
can not read the ballot that has been put, into their hands, and still 
that these people have equal rights of citizenship with the white race, 
and it becomes evident that motives of patriotism as well as religion 
‘should join to support and extend our mission work in the South. 


_ When we consider these millions of people, the most of whom are 


ignorant and in need of the most elementary instruction, your Com- 
- mittee is pained to think how far short our educational and evangel- 


istic force comes of at all overtaking the responsibility which God’s 


providence has Jaid upon the Church in giving churches and schools to 
these people. What a wide field stretches out before us for occupa- 
_tion—a field limited only by the faith and gifts of the Church. And 
for our great Church to touch only a. few of these destitute regions 
with the small force of 68 ministers and 79 teachers is not mani- 


festing the earnestness which the Lord of these poor and helpless 
people has the right to expect at our hands. They are ready to re- 
ceive the Gospel, and are hungry for an education that will qualify 


them for the duties which the citizenship we have laid upon them 


requires at their hands; and the earnestness, perseverance, and self- 
denial which they manifest to obtain an education and procure for 


themselves and their children religious privileges, ought to prompt and 
encourage the Church to extend our mission work through all this 
broad and ripening harvest field. Why should not our Church enter 


all the Southern States with her missionaries and teachers? It could 
be done if the faith and gifts of God’s people were equal to their 


privileges and responsibilities.

ADVANTAGES OF LOCATION. 


Standing upon an elevated plat of twenty-four acres, in the suburbs 
al Charlotte, North Carolina, its location is healthful as well as beau- | 
tiful. Established for the special purpose of training colored preach- 
ers, catechists, and teachers for their own race, its location has special 
advantages for this purpose. It is in their midst, among the best vo 
their class, and at the terminus of six railroads. "Hence it 18 eas : 
access, attracts the most desirable students, keeps them Scceetmtel br 
their own people, among whom they find abundant opportunity for 
doin ng good during term time, and in vacation an open field near at 
hand for missionary work greatly needed. Another advantage is, that 
thus surrounded, they will retain, in a large measure, the simple and 
inexpensive habits of their own ple; and, moreover, having been 


ox _ gathered from and thus constantly kept in contact with those among 


whom, for the most part, they are preparing to labor, they will neces- 
sarily retain a oneness of feeling with and an adaptation for laboring 
among them, which may scarcely be hoped for in those who have not 


been so gathered and so trained.

| 1 PURPOSE AND WORK. 


Of the 164 students reported for the past year, 127 are professors of 
religion, 56: studying for the Gospel ministry, and 15 serve as cate- 
chists; 68 have taught part of: the year, enrolling over 4,000 pupils; 
and 55 of these, while teaching, have superintended Sabbath schools 

This institution, established for the special purpose of training col- 
ored preachers, catechists, and teachers, as instructors of their own 
— race, holds a place of the first importance in the work of our Church 

among the Freedmen. It is the only one of its kind under care of 
our Church in all the Southern States, and stands as her future col- 
lege and theological seminary for all-the Atlantic States south of Vir- 
ginia. This institution is worthy the entire strength of the best men 
_ the Church can furnish, and is second to none in its claims upon the

sympathy, prayers, and gifts of our people; = , 
Besides ‘it importance in the fact that 
the president and professors, aided by the catechists of the University, 
have gathered and constantly care for quite'a number of churches 
| located in its vicinity. 

I st.—Scholarships of $100 each, for a single year, for a number of 
_ years in succession, or until the’ close of a student’s course of study. 
2d:—A General Aid Fund, to assist students: who can support them- 
selves for but part of a single year. 3d.—Clothing._—_Boxes of sub- 
_ stantial clothing, for distribution —e needy students, are always in 
demand, and can always find grateful wearers. Bed clothing of all 
_kinds is also needed. 4th.—Endowment—As yet the institution has 
but $6,000 endowment fund, and, save the proceeds of this, the members 
_of the faculty have to be supported just as other missionaries are, from | 
the treasury of your Committee. Hence, permanent endowment funds 
for the adequate support of its professors are an imperative want of 
the University. 5th.—Buildings—With comfortable accommodations 
for 65 students while 164 are on the ground, and but four houses for 
six professors, more room is a pressing necessity. The growth at- 
tained by Biddle University requires a large college building, that it 
_may be able to do what is expected of it.’ Both’ in the building used 
at present for teaching purposes, and’ in the sleeping apartments for the 
young men, they are crowded to excess. A large new building has 
become an imperative necessity. The Américan Missionary Associa- 
tion, the Baptists, and Methodists have erected buildings for their in- 
_gtitutions which are a credit to themselves and the cause. The Pres- 
_byterian Church needs to do likewise. Biddle University is our only 
chartered institution with a Theological Department in the South, 
where we can educate colored students on the field. This is a very 
_ important fact, for. itis well known that the preachers and teachers 
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14 Presbyterian Committee of a 


. who are most successful among ‘the colored people are those who have | 
been born, reared, and educated in their midst. This institution is 
our only hope of rn native preachers and teachers, and if it 
does this as it should, then arger and better accommodations must be 
had. We must arise and build at once. Any longer nage will se- 

riously impair the future usefulness of the institution. The Com- 
mittee has been furnished plans of just such a building as in their 
judgment ewe think should be put up. It is complete in every de- 
partment, and would amply meet all the present wants of the institu- — 
tion, and those which may arise for some years to come. This new 
building will cost something, but it if absolutely necessary for the suc- 
cess of the college, and the Committee expects to make strenuous 
efforts to put it up at once, and to accomplish this will make heavy | 
and earnest demands upon the benevolence of the Church and the 
friends of the colored race. The present building is wholly inadequate 
for the purposes contemplated, and in no way is it a credit to the great 
‘Presbyterian Church and the cause to which it is devoted. It is 
greatly needed, however, for the accommodation of the students with 
a refectory, and more rooms for study and sleeping, and with compar- 
atively little expense can be removed to a suitable location on the col- 
lege grounds and used for these purposes. There has -been raised 
towards this new building about $24,449.26 ; but we need more than this 
to erect such a building as the wants uf the college demand. < 
_ Biddle University, even in its present cramped circumstances and 
limited’ facilities, has sent out many of our best and most successful 

reachers and now laborin F'reedmen. 
it begins to supply that great want of the people, 7. ¢., preachers and |

BUILDINGS. 


Some five years ago a neat and very convenient, but plain main 
he form of a T,'was designed. ‘The funds on hand, how- 
ever, allowed of only the front part (head of the T) being erected. It 
is of brick, 75 by 42 feet, three stories above the basement, and cost 
about $12,000. The remainder of the building is now under contract 
and will be finished this summer, the -money having been contributed 
by a generous friend. The old Seminary building, the Home, the 
Library and store room are small but useful buildings.
